I'm  not  rambling  this  summer  as  heretofore. 
Am  seeing  Colorado  first.  And  not  much  of 
Colorado.  My  ramblings  are  confined  to  a 
very  small  circle  with  Boulder  as  the  center. 

While  I  greatly  miss  seeing  all  the  boys — 
and  girls — at  the  many  Glad  Shows  from 
coast  to  coast,  yet  I  am  glad  that  the  law  of 
compensation  has  not  been  repealed. 

I’m  having  the  time  of  my  life  right  here 
watching  my  own  Glad  Show.  And  it’s  some 
show.  Fortunately,  Nature  is  providing  an 
abundance  of  irrigation  water  at  my  beck  and 
call  so  that  my  Glads  are  making  a  sturdy, 
healthy  growth. 

Also,  lucky  do  not  have  the  Thrip  problem. 
Maybe  the  Thrips  don’t  like  our  mile  high 
altitude,  light  air  and  mountain  scenery.  Or 
perhaps  they  have  an  aversion  to  cold  shower 
baths  from  my  automatically  operated  Skinner 
overhead  pipes,  fed  with  soft  water  from 
melting  snows  and  glaciers  about  thirty  miles 
west  of  my  gardens. 

I  get  a  great  kick  watching  the  new  and 
near-new  varieties  come  into  bloom.  Some 
mornings  I’m  out  as  soon  as  light  enough  to 

see. 

The  one  real  calamity  that  happened  was 
the  breaking  of  one  of  my  prized  Solveig 
plants  by  a  frolicsome  kitten,  which  mistook 
it  for  a  telephone  pole. 


It’s  little  short  of  a  crime  that  I  had  to  con¬ 
dense  my  descriptions  of  many  fine  Glads  in 
this  catalog.

KOEHL  set  a  new  record.  The  spikes  were 
almost  without  exception  tall  and  straight, 
the  blooms  immense,  well-faced  and  plenty  of 
them  open  at  a  time,  with  many  more  buds 
ready  to  prolong  the  display.  It’s  a  wonderful 
Glad.  CORONADO  has  also  supplied  many 
beautiful  blooms,  even  larger  than  the  one 
illustrated  on  the  back  of  this  catalog. 
VAN  TETS  and  MAID  OP  ORLEANS  cer¬ 
tainly  made  an  imprint  among  the  whites. 
MAROCCO  goes  to  the  other  extreme  and  is 
the  darkest  maroon,  almost  black.  MISS 
GFEELEY  has  caught  the  fancy  of  commer¬ 
cial  growers  because  it  enables  them  to  sup- 
p!y  their  florists  with  cut  Glads  that  take  the 
place  of  Phipps  three  weeks  earlier  before  the 
Phipps  crop  comes  in.  OUR  SELECTION  has 
increased  so  splendidly  that  I  can  now  offer 
it  within  the  reach  of  all.  This  is  the  spectac¬ 
ular  Australian  Glad  different  from  anything 
originated  in  our  country.  PICARDY  stands 
at  the  head  of  the  class  of  new  Glads.  RED 
PHIPPS  is  making  many  friends  judging  from 
the  splendid  reports  coming  in.  the  first  one 
being  from  Cuba.  One  enthusiastic  grower 
from  Indiana,  writes,  “Red  Phipps  is  destined 
to  be  the  finest  and  most  popular  of  all  reds. 
Many  have  seen  it  here  and  it  has  surely  gone 
over  big.”  It  has  so  many  good  points  and  so 
few  faults,  if  any.  that  its  continued  popu¬ 
larity  is  assured.  SOEVEIG  has  not  bloomed 
at  this  writing,  but  am  sure  it  will  live  up  to 
its  reputation  gained  at  the  National  Show  a 
year  ago. 

Here’s  good  news.  I’m  building  a  new  bulb 
house,  two  stories  with  cement  basement,  frost 
nroof,  of  course.  This  will  be  equipped  with 
racks  to  hold  many  more  sliding  trays,  bulblet 
tight  and  practically  fool  proof. 

The  good  news  for  you  is  that  I  shall  now 
have  room  to  store  the  bulbs  you  buy  in  the 
fall,  and  deliver  the  next  spring  if  this  will 
accommodate  you.  Heretofore.  I  didn’t  have 
the  room  for  this.  While  I  still  prefer  to  ship 
fall  orders  as  soon  as  ready  and  many  cus¬ 
tomers  want  them  in  their  own  possession 
during  the  winter,  yet  if  it  will  help  you  out, 
a  payment  of  one-fourth  the  amount  of  the 
order  will  hold  your  bulbs  in  storage  for  de¬ 
livery  any  time  during  the  winter  or  next 
spring.

Glads  es¬ 
pecially  admired  were  Commander  Koehi,  Our 
Selection,  Red  Phipps,  Coronado,  Mother 
Machree.  Ave  Maria,  Picardy  and  King  Arthur. 
All  were  charminglv  arrangtd  by  Jack  Clow, 
the  genial  florist  whose  nifty  “Blossom  Shop” 
is  located  in  the  Brown  Palace  building.  A 
picture  of  the  Red  Phipps  basket  and  a  Den¬ 
ver  Glad  fan,  R.  E.  Ewalt,  appeared  in  the 
Rocky  Mountain  News.  Mr.  Ewalt  grabbed  off 
most  of  the  prizes  in  Glad  section,  taking  two 
on  Coronado.
